REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
This is the second convention of the English Evangelical Lutheran 


‘Synod of the Northwest in St. Paul’s Church, Red Wing, Minnesota. 


The other was held in 1908, which was the 25th anniversary of the 
Congregation. The city itself is an ideal place for such a meeting. 
We heartily endorse the paragraph taken from a special issue of the 
Red Wing Daily Republican that was published in honor of the 


dedication of the present church building. 


“The beautiful city of Red Wing fells the stranger 
within our gates immediately what kind of people 
live here. If one saw only the churches a correct. 
estimate of the real worth of the community and citi- 
zenship easily could be made. The desire for the bet- 
ter things of life and the generosity of our men and 
women—even sacrifices—are clearly apparent.” 


The beautiful churches have indeed, invalver sacrifices, as ‘the 
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| We are on pioneer territory. St. Paul’s, Red Wing is the fourth 
congregation now in the Synod of the Northwest to be organized. 
The first service was held in 1883 under the leadership and direction 
of the ever alert pioneer English Lutheran Missionary, G. H. Trabert, 
who is still with us. Three years later, November 20, 1886 the Con- 
_gregation was organized with six men as the signers of the charter. | 


The first pastor was the Rev. C. B. Lindtwed, who served from 
1889 to 1892. During his pastorate the first church building was pur- 
_ chased, which served the congregation until 1927, when the present 
commodious structure was erected. The congregation was connected 
with the Swedish Augustana Synod until 1895, when under the leader- 
ship of Pastor A. Steimle, it transferred its membership to the then 
young and growing English Synod of the Northwest. At that time it 
had 125 confirmed members and reported a total of $163.00 in benevo- 
lences and a grand total of $1,368.00 raised for all purposes during the 
year. 

The Rev. J. A. Leas served from 1896 to 1901. At the close of . 
his pastorate a membership of 300 was reported, $97.00 for benevo- 
lences and a total of $1,663.00 raised for all purposes. His successor 
was the Rev. A. J. Reichert, who served until 1911, and was pastor 
when the Synod met here previously. At the close of his pastorate 
the membership was 326, the year’s benevolence was $409.00 and the 
total raised, $4,058.00. After a short pastorate by the Rev. Isaiah 
Whitman the Rev. C. C. Roth was called in 1913 and served until 1922. 
At the close of his ministry here the membership had grown to 508, 
the benevolences had reached the remarkable figure of $2,213.00 for 
the year and the total raised for current expenses was $5,511.00. 
During his pastorate a sum of $35,000 had accumulated in cash to be 
used for the new building. The pastor who finally saw the hoped-for 
building erected was the Rev. E. J. Wackernagel, who served from 
- 1928 until 1927. In the latter year the present church was completed 
at a cost of $85,000. The membership reported was 474; the benevo- 
lences for the year $1,714.00 and the total raised for all purposes 
$91,847.00. His successor is the present pastor, the Rev. E. F. Marker. 
In this short resume of the development of St. Paul’s, we see an 
epitome of the development of the Synod. :

“The mission of the S od of the Northwest, 
apart from the preaching of the gospel and the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments according to the con- 
fessions of the church is to seek and to save those to 

_ the church who otherwise would be lost on account 
of language. Her increase has been largely from 
confirmations and those who have not been in livin 
connection with the church, and not as is often sai 
by transfer from our Scandinavian or German con- 
gregations. That the Synod has succeeded is beyond 
question. The field is white unto the harvest. To 
retain those who would be lost to us on account of 
language calls for the best effort, not only of our 
Synod but of all Synods. There is ample room for 

all synodical bodies to prosecute English work upon > 
this territory. Our aim is to work in harmony with 
all Synods. It is one of cooperation and not — 
nism. The church of the Northwest should profit by 
the mistakes of the church of the East, and labor 
unitedly for the extension of our Lutheran Zion.” 


The dreams of our pioneer missionaries are being realized. Who 
can tell how great and rapid will be the developments in the direction 
of the formation of one large English Lutheran Church in the North- 
west, if not in the whole country? May we never lose the vision and 
the faith of our founders. 

It is interesting to note that of the pastors enrolled in the Synod 
when it met here 22 years ago, 8 are still members of the ers and 4 
are in active charge of congregations.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


In reporting on the state of the church this year, your president 
deemed it unnecessary to secure the exhaustive information requested 


in the formal blanks prepared by the Church Year Book and Statis- 


tical Committee of the U. L. C. A. He values those blanks and thinks 
they should be used at least once in three years as a favorable means 
for the self examination of the congregations and for his review of 
their conditions. This year, however, he used an abridged and con- 
siderably altered form to point out those things which in his estima- 
tion require the most careful consideration. All but 9 pastors of the 
Synod returned these blanks, covering all but 15 congregations. 
There are 75 congregations included in the data submitted. | 


| Public Worship 
All but 7 of those reporting indicate an iicresing attendance & at 


The hours of service are chiefly in the mid-forenoon, although 7 
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congregations have adopted early services for considerable portions of | 
the year; 20 report evening services; 2 report alternate morning and 
evening; and 2, afternoon services. 


The number of Communion periods varies greatly throughout the 
Synod, the majority observing from 4 to 6. 2 congregations celebrate 
the Lord’s Supper monthly and one only onee a year. It seems that 
these privileges are not sufficiently appreciated by the rank and file 
of our membership. 386 -+congregations reported that the average 
number of times Communion is observed by each member is two; ten 
congregations report an average of three and 4 an average of four. 
The president would urge zealous effort on the part of the pastors to 
encourage more frequent attendance at the Lord’s table, as the highest 
privilege that the church can offer and as the safest test of a 
member’s devotion. 


The average attendance of men at services is increasing; 10 re- 
port 50% of their congregations as composed of men; 9, 45% and 33, 
40%; 10 report from 33% to 39% and only 6 less than 33%. | 
10 pastors have preaching pan besides their regular aera 
1 ~~ two and 1, three. 
Organizations 


The number of deacons in our congregations varies greatly. The 
favorite number is 9, there being 23 congregations reporting thus; 20 
reporting 6; 14, 12; 6, 7 and 4, 8. One reports as many as 21. In 
three cases apparently different members of the council are designated 
as deacons and trustees respectively, but in 55 congregations it is 
- required that trustees be deacons. The use of laymen who are not 
deacons on important committees is apparently increasing. 28 con- 
gregations reported such practice. This seems to have great advant- 
ages and is in full accord with the scriptural doctrine of the universal 
priesthood of believers. | 

Church Schools | 
Six congregations have branch Sunday schools; one reports three. 
Here is an opportunity for missionary expansion that seems too little 
exercised. It is recommnded for more general practice. 


In 9 congregations the Sunday school is a financial liability to the 
congregation, but in 66 cases the Sunday Schools are self supporting 
and in 57 of them they cost less than their income. However, none of 
our schools has reached the point where it has paid teachers or officers. 


16 congregations have Daily Vacation Bible Schools, ranging in 
length of term from ten days to four weeks. Among these there are 
7 that use paid workers. A total enrollment. reported in 8 of them is 
1,009; 10 of them report a cost to the Church of $900.00, ranging in 
amounts from $5.00 to $350.00. : 
There are 15 Week Day Religious Schools; 6 of them have but a 
one hour’s weekly period; one 2 hours; two 3 hours; one 4 hours; one 
5 hours; one 6 hours and two 10 hours. Twelve are authorized by the 
Public Schools; 3 are associated with other churches and hold their 
classes elsewhere, but 12 are independent and use their own buildings. 
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In summarizing the status of our Church schools, it would seem 


- that there is much room for real improvement in appreciation of the 


religious education of the young. Although it may be assumed that 


_ every pastor has catechetical classes for those in preparation for Con- 
firmation, yet the opportunity for religious education offered by the 


Sunday Schools, by the present laws permitting week day instruction 
accredited by the Public Schools, and by the vacation period, have not 


been realized or sufficiently used. The teaching church has always 
_been the growing and evangelizing church. Our Synod should do more 


| in this direction. : 


Women’s Societies 


In last year’s report your president stated that there was no place 
on the standard blank for an appraisal of the women’s work, and yet 
he has found that work to be the occasion of as much discussion and 
effort on the part of pastors as any phase of church activity. It is 


therefore interesting to learn through this year’s reports that all of | 


our congregations reporting have organized women’s work of one kind 


or another. 24 of them have societies known as “Missionary and Aid” — 


societies in which the two functions are not well defined and separated. 
14 have societies which are definitely articulated as to Missionary 


activity and local “Aid”; 15 have two or more separate societies for | 


these two purposes; 8 have only Missionary societies and 14 only 
“Aid” societies. In 30 congregations the women’s societies arg de- 
pended upon for current expenses of the Church. In a few other 


cases, they are looked to for financial help toward special or unusual | 


needs. All but two congregations report that they are a real force in 
the Church. One of the two says definitely “no” and the other ques- 
tions its value. However, this practical unanimity speaks well for the 


geal of the women of our Church. 


Men’s Organizations 
35 have men’s clubs or brotherhoods; 5 of them are reported of 
questionable force in the congregations and 3 worthless. 23 of them 
are affiliated in the Conference Brotherhoods; 5 of them belong to 
intersynodical federations and 5 belong to both groups; 2 of them are 


unaffiliated. 
Other Societies 


There are 46 Lather Leagues and 3 young people’s societies with 
other names. There are 22 Young Women’s Missionary societies re- 
ported; 19 Boy Scout troops; 6 of Girl Scouts and one of Camp Fire 
Girls; 4 other boys’ groups; 3 young men’s groups; 22 Light Brigades 


and 4 women’s altar guilds. Most of the churches seem to be well 


organized for the particular interests of the various age and sex- 
groups of their membership. 


Church Finance 


‘With one exception the Churches depend upon the duplex enve-— 
lopes and évery member canvass for their finances. 7 congregations 


report that 100% of their budget is raised through the envelopes; 4 
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report 95% or more; 11, 90%; 10, 85%; 8, 80%; 11, 75%; 14, 60% to 
74%; 8, 50% or less. One assesses the members for the deficit at the 
end of the year. 


The income from loose offerings ranges from 1% to 25% of the 
budget. One congregation reports 30% and another 33%. 20 con- 
duct special drives to make up deficits from the envelope income. 
80 depend on organizations to supplement the regular income; 2 of 
them to the extent of 40% of the budget. 


| 27 congregations report that approximately 10% of the amiuis 

pledged by the members is not paid; 10 report a 20% default in pay- 
ment; two 30% and one 33%%. To avoid or compensate for this 
shrinkage 25 congregations have personal visitations upon those in 
arrears. All the others but one endeavor to do so by mail. The one 
has no method; 4 send monthly statements. The majority of those 
who depend on the mail use the standard quarterly statement. “Catch- 
up” envelopes are popular. _ 


To secure subscriptions from new members, 51 arrange personal 
interviews with them; 8 designate the financial secretary for this 
work and 6 the pastor; 9 either mail or give the new members enve- 
lope cartons and leave it. to their judgment. 


The ratio between giving to benevolence and to current expenses 
also varies greatly. One congregation reports benevolence as great 
as local income, or 100%. One reports 75% as much; one 60%; 38, 
50%; 1, 40%; 11, from 33% to 39%; 12, 25%; 12, 20% and the rest 
all less. The ideal of course, is as much for others as for ourselves. 
Only when that ideal is more zealously striven for will the benevolence 
of the Synod be what it should be. : 


Pastoral Support 


| 20 congregations have increased their pastors’ salaries within the 
past year; 10 of these being missions and the other 10 self supporting. 


46 congregations provide parsonages for their pastors or help pay 


their rent. 


It is interesting to know that all but 5 of the 75 pastors reporting 
use cars; 65 of them have provided their own; 5 of them have been 
given them by the congregations (one car in a parish not reporting 
belongs to the congregation). 8 congregations contribute toward the 
upkeep of their pastors’ cars, 41 provide telephones in the pastor’s 
home and 48 furnish his office supplies and postage more or less 
adequately. 


In this matter of pastoral support, and in the provision of the 


necessary equipment for his work, the Synod is improving, but an 
intimate acquaintance with the personal lives and circumstances of 
the pastors such as is possible to the president, makes it clear that 
many of our pastors are making great sacrifices for the sake of their 
calling. Four-fifths of them are continuously harassed by necessary 
economies and deprivations of what are considered necessities by the 
rank and file of their people. Our church councils and congregations 
should compare the financial condition of their pastors with that of 
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others who are expected to live according to the same social and 
economical standards and see to it that they are free from financial 


worry and' the humiliation of delayed payments for the necessities of 
life. Certainly the least that can be done is to provide for those 
things which are absolutely essential to the conduct of the Church 
in a modern and efficient manner, such as automobiles, telephones and 


proper office equipment and supplies. 


Church Property 


The general condition of the congregations’ property is reported 
good; only 2 report it poor; one of these is raising funds for a new 
building and the other is a mission in a difficult field. 

42 congregations report improvements or additions to property, 
costing mae ce adding $151,382 to the total value of the Synod’s 
congregationalassets. An analysis of these improvements shows that 
$118,642 went into the church buildings; $35,950 into additional 
ground; $2,149 into equipment; $1,825 heating facilities; $1,676 
kitchen equipment; $13,455 into parsonages. An interesting and un- 
usual item is the erection of a dining kitchen costing $750.00 in a 


Church Records 

In the matter of preservation of church records, congregations 
are also improving; 6 now have built-in vaults; 6 have safes; 23 rent 
safety deposit boxes; 5 use the safes of officers, but there are still 40 
who care for their records otherwise. It is very likely that more 
adequate provision is needed by these 40 to prevent destruction or 
loss of valuable and irreplaceable church data. 


In the matter of business administration of the congregations, 
23 bond their treasurer. This should become a more universal prac- 
tice. There are still 9 congregations that demand no audits of their 
financial officers’ books; 30 do not file their reports; 37 do not use a 
voucher system to prevent abuses. Although these things may not 
seem necessary in a Christian church, yet even in our own Synod 
hardly a year goes by without reports of defalcation by some church 
officer. Extreme care should be used in safeguarding the funds that 
have been dedicated to the Lord’s service. | 


The Synodical Bulletin 


Of recent years one of the important duties that has come upon 
your president has been the editing of the Synodical Bulletin. An 
analysis of its use is therefore in place in his report. All but two of 


the congregations reporting use it regularly; 29 of them mimeograph 
one side of the weekly sheet; 7 of them print it; 4 use it as a weekly 


periodical entered in the U. S. Post Office as second class matter and 
mailed to their members; 19 use the 8 page issue which comes out 
every four weeks; 2 congregations do not use it at all; 62 consider 
it of value in stimulating benevolence and synodical consciousness and 
loyalty; 4 question its value and 2 consider it of no value. The fol- 
lowing are some of the suggestions received for its improvement: 
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One requests more congregational news and another more synod- 
ical news; another more spiritual meditations, prayers, etc; another 
says that people don’t read it: “it is too one-sided”. One asks that 
a local church be given a big “write-up”; one says the green ink is 
abominable; others are merely favorable criticisms. 
The president would appreciate or public comments to- 
wards its improvement. 
| 13 congregations issue monthly parish papers; 6 of these are 
published by syndicates. 


Suggestions for Consideration 


Fifteen reports offer suggestions for consideration at this con- 
vention: Several pastors would like consideration of work among 


students in non-Lutheran institutions. Several also speak of the © 


financial problems; one is puzzled how to promote honesty in hand- 
ling benevolences. One questions how to interest men in the brother- 
hood; another how to interest pastors in young people’s work; what 
results should be expected from our sermons; why help new missions 
when the old ones are in great need. The question of church unity. 


A resolution is requested against the financing of congregations by 


gambling, chances, cards etc. One says “the honor roll is the bunk”. 
He would have lists published on the basis of per capita giving to all 
causes instead of to benevolences alone. One desires emphasis on the 
collection of outstanding pension fund pledges. One requests at- 
tention to the 1900th anniversary of New Testament events; one is 
anxious to see the date of the convention fixed. Looking forward to 
the October convention of the U. L. C. A. one suggests Lutheran 
Radio services in Milwaukee at that time. Another suggests that 
the executive committee pick capable men to represent the Synod at 
the U. L. C. A. for the good of our Seminary, of our home mission 
fields and of our relation to other Lutheran bodies. 

22 church councils considered the questions and answers on this 
year’s State of the Church blanks. The president appreciates the 
cooperation and interest shown by all who — in giving 
him this information.

General 


3 Great wins have been taken within the past year toward a 
better understanding between the several Lutheran bodies in the 
country. Notable among these are those directed toward comity in 
Home Mission work. A council with this in view has been organized 
in Minneapolis including practically all of the work on the territory 
of the Northwest Synod. The meetings of this council have been char- 
acterized by outspoken good will and’ mutual confidence among the 
various representatives. Its work has progressed rapidly and it already 
has called attention of Synodical Mission executives to several oppor- 
tunities for combinations of missions involving two or more Synods. Its 
work will have a great effect on home mission activities. A, similar 
conference on a much larger scale is in process of organization. At 
the invitation of the Board of American Missions, representatives 
from practically all of the General Lutheran bodies met in Chicago 
in March and took steps toward a Home Mission council to cover the 
work throughout the country. 
Of a somewhat different nature is a proposed Federation of Lu- 
theran church bodies announced in the press to be inaugurated on 
May 27th, 1930. It is of great concern to the Synod of the Northwest 
that no representatives of the U. L. C. A. have been invited to par- 
ticipate in this conference, although it includes representatives from 
all other large bodies except the Synodical Conference. No territory 
of the church will be so seriously affected by such a Federation as 
will that of our Synod. The president would urge that our pastors, 
as individuals, and we as a Synod maintain a sympathetic interest 
in such a movement and endeavor to prove that the U. L. C. A. should 
rightfully be included without injurious effect in a combination of 
all American Lutheran forces. | 


‘Conference of Synodical Presidents | 

At the call of president F. H. Knubel of the U. L. C. A., the 
presidents of 27 of the constituent Synods met in Harrisburg, Pa. 
on January 7th and 8th, 1930. A well prepared program on the state 
of the church was discussed, which was materially helpful to all of 
the executives. The conference clearly indicated that the U. L. C. A. 
is a real merger and that there is very little difference in spirit, in 
method or in policies between the various sections of the church. 
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Centennial of Weekly. Periodicals 

The year 1931 will mark the 100th anniversary of weekly Eng- 
lish Lutheran church papers. The Lutheran Observer began publi- 
cation in 1831 and has continued under one name or another to the 
present date. At the time of the formation of the U. L. C. A. it 
was merged with other church weeklies into our present official paper, 
“The Lutheran’. Such an event in a church that has always empha- 
sized the importance of the printed word is certainly worthy of obser- 
vance. The Board of Publication of the U. L. C. A. suggests an 
increased circulation of “The Lutheran” as the most fitting way of 
this Centennial. 


Statistics 

The president would again respectfully recommend to the Syast 
a closer attention to the work of reporting and gathering statistics. 
_ Accuracy and completeness in this work are vital to a proper under- 
standing of the problems of the church, as regards both its develop- 
ment and its achievements. The work of the statistician is a grievous 
task when pastors are remiss in making reports. At best it is a work 
of great labor and is worthy of compensation for the actual time and 
effort put into the parochial report of the ‘Synod. 


Conclusion 

In concluding his report, the last in the term of the president’s 
office he would express his great appreciation of the patience with 
which the Synod has born his inexperience and imperfect efforts in 
its behalf. The warm cordiality that has been accorded him by pas- 
tors and congregations alike has been more than gratifying. His 
wish and prayer ‘is that the Lord may bless his efforts and those of 
each congregation and pastor to enlarge the Synod in numbers, in 
spirit, in effort for His honor = glory, and to the Extension of His 


Kingdom.

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 
Synod of the Northwest 


The action of Synod at the last Convention in constituting the 
Committee on a Conference basis is, we believe, a step in the right 
direction. Conditions in Synod vary in different sections and even the 
Conference units cover territory so extensive and so diversified in 
human activity, that common action is difficult. It would seem desir- 
able if at the Fall Conference meetings regular consideration could be 
given the reports of the Conference sub-committees. 


The 1930 Survey blank of the Committee covered a variety of 
fundamental Inner Mission aspects of congregational life and parish 
activity. Of the seventy-eight blanks sent out to pastors of congre- 
gations, the replies of thirty-six were available when the figures were 
tabulated. It is earnestly hoped the other brethren will at an early 
date return the blanks properly filled out so that the Conference sub- 
committees may have the benefit of additional information for Con- 
ference action. 


Judging from the thirty-six replies received it may be concluded 
that most of our pastors keep in touch with the public institutions, 
prisons, hospitals, old people’s homes and educational institutions 
within their parish and town borders. Many take their turn with 
public services and visit regularly the Lutherans represented in the 
institutional population. It would seem that, except in the larger 
cities, where more than one Synod is represented in the local section, 
no general Lutheran plan of services has been developed and that — 
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there is more or less duplication of effort. The institutional author- 
ities as a whole have been very hospitable and cooperative. 


As to representation at courts and contacts with county welfare 
agents, very little is being done except by few pastors who constitute 
glorious exceptions. Apparently our congregations are not yet alive 
to the service possibilities in this realm of need. Most pastors try to 
keep in touch with students away at school. As to Inner Mission 
study there is wide divergence with the question unanswered by many 
of the brethern. The Inner Mission practice in the local church in 
terms of case work service, friendly visiting and personal work seems 
rather chaotic. Judging from the replies there is no country church 
problem in’ our Synod. 


As to dismissing members to other congregations or receiving 
such members, it would seem some effective standard procedure should 
govern all cases. At present this is not the case. Family worship by 
its absence is not a major issue in the congregations of our Synod. 
Nearly all the pastors favor a series of Inner Mission Institutes tho 
there is no agreement as to the time or season. Many good possible 


topics are suggested. It is evident that most communities present 


moral problems of a more or less serious character. Very few of the 
brethren venture any suggestions as to the increased possible useful- 


ness of the Inner Mission Committee.

We have received 
no request to co-operate from the Board of Ministerial Pensions. 
In fact in reply to a request from this committee the Executive Sec- | 
retary informed us that the Board would do nothing relative to the 
Four Million Dollar Endowment until after April 1, 1930. The Exec- 
utive Secretary of the Board made the erroneous statement that up 


to that date, collections for the Four Million Dollar Endowment 


would be a synodical matter. The collections have never been a 
synodical matter, they have been a local congregational matter, ac- 
cording to the plan of the Board itself. Nevertheless, your committee 
has reminded delinquent congregations, of their responsibility. Two 
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replies were received. Of congregations which for some reason or 
other did not co-operate in the campaign, only one replied to our re- 
quest for an offering or partial payment. The synodical bulletin has 
given adequate publicity. Many congregations have responded nobly. 
Your committee has done more than it was requested to do.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH 
STATE LUTHER LEAGUES 


Both the Wisconsin and Minnesota Leagues are in a flourishing 
condition. Last summer the Minnesota State Luther League placed 
student Harlon Miller on the territory between Grygla and Waskish, 
north of Red Lake, Minnesota where he did very effective work, the 
net results of which can never be fully estimated. 

Our State Leagues function as more than mere State Conven- 
tions. The Executive committees recognize their responsibility in 
carrying out during the year, the decisions of State Conventions. Mr. 
John Lenning of Duluth, president of the Minnesota State Luther 
League, writes as follows, “The League has been carrying out the 
plans of our last Convention. This year we expect at least three new 
Leagues to join the State. The Intermediate and Junior Departments 
have been doing fine work in local Leagues. In fact the Senior 
Leagues are establishing Intermediate Leagues in many places where 
tha Senior League has lost control of its older members. This con- 
vention (Richfield Church, Minneapolis, June 14, 15, 16,) I hope to 
see a large delegation of Intermediate and Junior Leagues as well as 
many more Junior Leagues enter the State”. 

The report of August W. Gruhn of Milwaukee, president of the 
Wisconsin State League, indicates the aggressive work being done in 
that State League. He writes as follows:—“The Luther League of 
Wisconsin is enjoying the greatest year of its history. The enthus- 
iastic and earnest effort on the part of all 17 members of the State 
Executive Committee have had great results in building up the pro- 
gram of the Luther League through the various Departments. Reg- 
ular Executive Committee meetings have been held throughout the 
year, every first Sunday in each month. The response to the efforts 
of the Committee on the part of local Leagues and pastors, has been a 
great encouragement to the further development of State activity. 
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“During the year, the Junior Department, which has heretofore 
been quite weak, received much of our attention. A “Junior Institute” 
for Junior workers and all League Presidents was conducted on the 
4th of May at the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Miss Brenda 
Mehlhouse, the General League Junior Executive Secretary was in 
charge of this meeting. Pastors and workers in attendance at this 
very successful gathéring declared in favor of the plans of organ- 


-ization and development presented by the General aneeeery: Results 


are sure to be great. 


“Through the consistent and efficient working of the Educational 
Department, Wisconsin has almost doubled its quota for “LUTHER 


LEAGUE REVIEWS” and has greatly the life 


in the local Leagues. . 

“The Life Service Department had good results in diciabinal the. 
observance of “Life Service Day” throughout the State, on May 11th. 
All materials were supplied through the State Life Service Secretary. 
This department has also prepared a Service Flag on which will be 
placed the names of those Leaguers in the State that take up Life 
Service as a vocation. 

“Missionary projects to the sum of $472 are receiving the full 
support of all organizations. Through the efforts of the Missionary 
Secretary, about % of this amount has already been subscribed. $250 
goes towards placing a pastor on the mission field of North Minnesota 
during the summer months, and sso towards the Porto Rico National 
Project. | 

“The Executive Committee took upon ‘itself this ; year to perform 
the duties of the Extension Department. In carrying out this office, a 
“Goodwill Tour” of all Leagues in the State was conducted, at which 
meetings, the various Secretaries presented the appeal of each re- 
spective Department. These meetings were held in the form of a 
“Fellowship Hour” and were concluded by the Executive Committee’s 
rendering of the Fellowship Hour presentation, “The Angelus”. 
Through these personal contacts interest was aroused in the work 
of the Luther League, and the results in renewed League activity and 
increased membership were great.

Your committee would urge pastors and other 
leaders in the schools to arrange courses for teachers which will lead 
to a better knowledge of the Book and through which too, workers 
may learn something of child psychology. 


We need hardly urge that each school use the official Htewateats 
of the United Lutheran Church. It does seem necessary however, to 
urge our schools to participate in the special offerings for Home Mis- 
sions, Foreign Missions, Inner Missions and so on. These calls that 
come from time to time are proffered privileges which if accepted, 
bring a distinct blessing to the school.

THE REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Your Executive Committee has held four regular meetings since > 
the last convention of Synod, at which times Synod’s business was 
taken care of as required. In addition to the minor details the fol- 
lowing matters received the attention of the committee. 


1. The matter of the new form for transferring ministers which 
was referred to the committee by the last convention of Synod, was 
taken up for discussion during the meeting in October and the form 
as recommended by the United Lutheran Church was adopted for our 


use. 


2. At the invitation of President F. H. Knubel members of the 


_ Executive Committee attended a meeting in Madison, Wis., on Feb. 4 


for the purpose of studying the situation of Luther Memorial Church. 
The meeting was attended by members of the Church, representatives 
from the Milwaukee Churches, the Board of American (Missions, the 
Board of Education and the Synod. In his report to your committee 
President Gerberding outlined the plan as follows: “To meet an im- 
mediate exigency and to prevent steps toward foreclosure of the 
mortgage on the property, four Milwaukee Churches will loan to 


Luther Memorial $2,500.00 each for five years without interest. In 


order to prevent a possible recurrence of such a situation, the repre- 
sentatives of the two Boards and of this synod are to ask their re- 
spective bodies for donations as follows: The Board of American 
Missions $2,500 for ‘1930 and $2,000 for 1931; The Board of Educa- 


tion $2,000 for each year; and the Synod of the Northwest $3,500 for 


1930 and $3,000 for 1931; total $8,000 for 1930 and $7,000 for 1931. 
The agencies represented were asked to approve the appointment of a 
representative from each to comprise together an advisory committee 
to confer with the Church Council of Luther Memorial for the purpose 
of assisting them to keep their budget within their resources.” 


At the meeting on March 25th the Executive Committee passed the 
following: ‘“‘Resolved that we recommend to Synod that the sum of 
$3,500 be placed on the budget of Synod for Luther Memorial, 


Madison for the year 1930 and that $3,000 be put on the budget for 


1931 according to the plan worked out vel a special committee and 
reported by the President.”

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REPORT OF THE FACULTY 
_ Minneapolis, Minn., May 29, 1930. 
To the Board of Directors. : 


Dear Brethren: 


Another school year has drawn to a close. The Sermon to the 
Graduates was preached in the Church of the Redeemer last Sunday 


evening by the Rev. J. F. Marlatte. The Commencement exercises 


will be held in the same Church this evening at eight o’clock. The 
commencement address will be delivered by the Rev. Carl C. Roth of 
Beloit, Wis. 


The school year just passed has been a very happy one. The 


spirit that has prevailed in the seminary has been exceptionally fine. 
The health of the student body and of the faculty has been good. With 


the exception of two week’s illness on the part of one of the students, 


the year was passed with practically no sickness. The student body | 
- has not been large, but it has been of exceptional quality. The three 


resident students who will graduate have each received a call to a 
parish within the Northwest Synod, and expect to be ordained at the 


meeting of synod in June. 


The number of resident undergraduates during the year was 
nineteen: three seniors, ten middlers and six juniors. There was also 
one non-resident senior. The postgraduate class conducted this year 


: by Dr. Roth enrolled twenty-one, including not only members of the 


Synod of the Northwest, but a number of pastors from other Lutheran 
synods. 


The Faculty recommends that the following ne who have satis- 
fied the requirements of the seminary, be graduated: Harlon M. Miller 
with the degree of Graduate in Theology; and Paul R. Bollman, 
Christian T. Breest, and George L. Holmquist with the degree of 
Bachelor of Divinity; and that the Rev. A. H. Thorsen of the Exten- 
sion Department, who has completed the necessary work, be given the 
degree of Master of Sacred Theology. 


The Faculty recommends that the Rev. ’ . Hays, who has 


charge of the New Testament department in the seminary, be re- 


elected as instructor for the coming year at a salary of twenty-two 
hundred dollars. This increase of four hundred dollars in salary is — 
recommended in view of the fact that the parish at Cannon Falls 
which Professor Hays has been supplying will be united with the con- 
gregation at Farmington and will form a new parish under Mr. 
Harlon M. Miller, who is about to graduate.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD — 


Economy again characterizes the administration of the Synodical 
Home Mission Board. However, this word is not confined in its ap- 
plication to the Board alone, for the spirit which has actuated its 


members and officers has as a oo been evidenced also by the Mis-— 


sions and Missionaries. 

The Board of American Missions has allotted a budget of $28,000 
for work in the Synod of the Northwest The allotment for 1929 had 
been $31,500, so it was necessary for the synodical board to exercise 
great care in distributing the reduction among our Synod’s missions 


in such manner as not to injure the work. A fine spirit of coopera-—

tion was shown by the mission congregations themselves, in the appli- 


cations they made. Four of them announced that they would ask 
no further appropriations, having assumed self support. These are 
Washington Park, Milwaukee; Redeemer, Livingston, Montana; St. 
Matthew’s, Spencer, South Dakota; and the Alden-Walters Parish, 
Minnesota. In addition twelve congregations made voluntary reduct- 


ions in their applications totalling $1,456.00. Ten of these also in- 


creased their pastors’ salaries for a total of $975.00. The Board 
deemed it wise in a few other cases to impose reductions, and recom- 
mended some combinations of mission congregations into parishes to 
be served by one pastor. Thus, it has been able to live within its in- 
come and to keep the work of the Kingdom going forward. | 


Two missions accepted the services of student supplies, again 


relieving the Board of considerable expense. Nevertheless, although 


economy has resulted in the saving of funds, there has been some 
expansion in our work during the year. 


Christ Church, Salem, South Dakota, has been accepted as 
mission and received appropriations both from the Board of mag 
ican Missions and from our Synodical funds. Both field missionaries 
have developed substantial congregations, Woodale, St. Louis Park, 
near Minneapolis, and Bay Shore, White Fish Bay, near Milwaukee, 
are congregations which are rapidly taking their places with the 
older missions of the Synod. : 


At the present time there are 26 missions receiving aid from the 
Board of American Missions; two from the Synod alone; 11 received 
aid from both Boards. The two missions served by the field mission- 
aries are not included in the above figures. The following tabulation 
shows the present condition and the important evidences of progress 
in all of our Home Mission points: 
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De The ilieter congregations have been effected by changes in 


their pastorates during the year: 


St. John’s, Great Falls, Montana. The Rev. iceass C. Koehler, 
after four years of service developing this congregation, has resigned 
effective May 31 to accept work in St. Paul, Minnesota. This congre- 
gation lost no time in issuing a call to a successor. The Rev. Good- 
win T. Olson will take charge on July ist, thus preventing a vacancy. 


_ §$t. John’s, Killdeer, North Dakota. The Rev. J. W. Ziegler con- 
cludes a missionary pastorate of eight years in this congregation on 
June 30th.. Here also, a successor has been called to take up the work 
immediately. mies pesca George L. Holmquist will assume charge 
July first. 


Christ, Salem, South Dakota. This congregation has had a ioe 
history in the German Nebraska Synod. While being supplied by the 
Rev. A. H. G. Gjevre of the nearby St. Matthew’s Church at Spencer, 
South Dakota, they decided to discard the German language and to 
join the Synod of the Northwest. They were received at the 1929 
Convention of the Synod and issued a call to the Rev. A. E. Peterson - 
of Oxboro, who assumed charge September 1st. The progress in this 
Mission has been encouraging and promises an early _— of 


self support. 


Epiphany, Minneapolis, Minnesota. This Mission caused the 
Board much perplexity. The Rev. Leroy Nielson resigned, effective 
October 1, 1929. For two months the pulpit was vacant. The Rev. 
A. P. Lee, accepted the call of the congregation and assumed charge 
January 1, 1980. The congregation is slowly emerging from its dif- 
ficulties and indications are that it will gradually assume its place 
among the progressive Missions of the Synod. 


St. Luke’s, Oxboro, Minnesota. By the resignation of the Rev. 
A. E. Peterson, St. Luke’s was left vacant. Its appropriations of aid 
were larger than the opportunities in its field were thought to war- 
rant. The Board therefor recommended that the congregation com- 
bine with some Minneapolis church to form a parish. The Congrega- 
tion has preferred to use student supplies from Northwestern Semi- 
nary and engaged Mr. Dorrance Jensen to act as regular supply, be- 
ginning January lst From that time on, the congregation has been 
making progress comparable to that in many older and stronger Mis- 
sions. Mr. Jensen has consented to give his full time during the vaca- 
tion months to this work. 


Manor, Robbinsdale, Minnesota. This Mission occupies a field 
somewhat isolated and limited in its population. It could not occupy — 
the full time of a pastor. For a time, therefore, it accepted the part 
time service of the Rev. H. J. Schmid of Mount Carmel Church, but 
since January ist, has been cared for by students of Northwestern 
Seminary. The congregation itself has been injured by dissension 


among thé members, but a very worth-while Sunday School has been — 


carried on and will be cared for through the summer by the pastor 
and helpers from St. Mark’s Church, Minneapolis. 
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Trinity, Kenosha, Wisconsin. This young mission has been un- 
fortunate in the long delay in securing a regular full-time pastor. 
_ During the Summer and Winter it was supplied by several visiting 
preachers and only as late as May Ist did it get its own resident 
minister. The Rev. Irwin R. Kraemer of North St. Paul, Minn., accepted 
the call at that time and already reports optimistically as to the out- 
look for growth. The holder of the congregation’s note for $2,400 has 
promised to donate $800 if the congregation | will raise $1,600 by 
Sept. 1. This they are trying to do. 


St. John’s, Phillips, Wisconsin. In June, 1929, St. John’s became 
vacant through the resignation of pastor Rehwoldt. The work was 
immediately taken up by the Rev. H. J. Lee, recent graduate of North- 


western Seminary, and apparently suffered no harm from the change 


of pastorate. Rev. Lee is not only zealously looking after the inter- 


est of his own congregation, but is ministering as much as possible 


to a community of Slovak Lutherans in the vicinity. He has under- 
taken to learn the Slovak language, in order to do this better. r 

Trinity, West Bend, Wisconsin. The vacancy at this Mission re- 
ported at the 1929 Convention was filled on July 1st by the Rev. R. W. 
Groth, who accepted the congregation’s call. Here again the year’s 
growth has been encouraging. 

St. Luke’s, Farmington, Minnesota. This is a mission supported 
by the Synod. It was made vacant June 1 by the resignation of the 
Rev. Goodwin T. Olson, who has been called to St. John’s Church, 
Great Falls, Montana. The progress under Pastor Olson was most 
substantial and encouraging and Farmington takes its place with the 
growing Missions of the Synod. The congregation has called candidate 
Harlon M. Miller of Northwestern Seminary. 


Hiles-Argonne, Wisconsin. This parish was left vacant in Aug- 
ust, 1929 by the resignation of the Rev. M. Haas. There was con- 
siderable change in the personnel of the Hiles community at that 


time. The mill was in operation however through the Winter, and 


during the Christmas season services were held by student Harlon 
Miller, with good attendances. However, the congregation has- not 
- been sufficiently well organized to issue a call to a permanent pas- 
tor and without Hiles, Argonne is too-weak to get along. 


Holy Communion, Minneapolis, Minnesota. While not on the 
list of Missions, Holy Communion was helped over two periods of 
stress by temporary appropriations from Synodical funds. The con- 
gregation has gathered sufficient to be self after 
September first. 


Woodale, St. Louis Park, Minnesota. This is the new Mission 


organized by field missionary D. H. Shelhart, December 1, 1929. It 
promises to be one of the strongest of our Twin City mission con- 
gregations within a short time. Well located lots have been pur- 
chased and the most recent figures on membership are 80. The field 
missionary has recently recanvassed its territory and reports 200 Lu- 
theran families, of which 125 are unchurched, “Never before have we 
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bad so many prospects” he says. The territory is two miles across | 
and three miles long, with one other (Missouri) Lutheran church and 
only one of another denomination in it.. - | 


Bay Shore, White Fish Bay, Wisconsin. This congregation is one 
that will be long talked about. After some summer work done by 
field Missionary, A. C. Baughman, the congregation was organized 
September 9, 1929 without any services having been held. The little 
group secured property and proceeded immediately to build a chapel 
that has been considered a model for a new mission in a residential — 
community. It cost $5,300 and was dedicated December Ist. The 
growth of both Sunday School and Church has been most encouraging. 


PROSPECTS 


It was necessary that the Synodical Board should cooperate in 
a movement of retrenchment along with all other agencies of the 
Church at a time when economic readjustment was general through- 
out the country. However, it has not lost sight of the marching 
orders of the Church and realizes that its duty is to extend the King- 
dom. The field missionaries are continually on the alert for more 
opportunities for the establishment of congregations. Milwaukee 
perhaps offers the largest field at this time, and there is little doubt 
that by the time the United Lutheran Church meets in that city, a new | 
point will have been opened by Field Missionary Baughman, — 


While the large cities in Minnesota do not seem to hold out such 


opportunities for new work, yet there are many smaller communities 


in the State where little or no Lutheran work is being done. Our 
rural and small town work in the Northwest has thoroughly vindi- 
cated itself, and there is little doubt that a careful survey of such 
communities will reveal to us many more opportunities for service. 
This is true in Minnesota, the Dakotas and Montana. 


HOME MISSION COUNCIL 

In looking into the future, one of the most important develop- 
ments that will have an influence on our field is the organization of 
Home Mission councils. One, whose sphere of activities corresponds 
closely to the field of the Synod of the Northwest, is already in active 


operation. If the work which it has undertaken bears fruit, the 


time is soon at hand when several present missions will be realigned 
and possibly swallowed up in larger missions of other Synods. But 
on the other hand, scientific surveys of our territory. will be made, to 
reveal new opportunities in fields at present untouched with the min- 
istrations of our Church. Such new fields will no doubt be assigned to 
the several Synods to avoid over-lapping and to make the work ef- 


ficient. A similar council on a much larger scale is being formed to 


include the Home Mission agencies of all the national Lutheran church 
bodies. This too, will have an effect upon our work, which will be 
wholesome from a standpoint of economy and of efficiency in our Lu- 
theran Zion. | | 

We are working in an era of great change in the church life and 
ministry of all denominations. Perhaps no other is going through 
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such a readjustment as our own pee ietes church. Our Synod is lo- 
cated on the territory that will be most affected by these movements. 
Our Board is alive to the responsibilities and opportunities that these 
changes may bring. The Synod may count upon it to carry on the work 
in the spirit of the Founders and of the Scriptural traditions that are 
its heritage. |

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


The great king David sang “Let Mount Zion be glad, let the 
daughters of Judah rejoice,” etc. Ps. 48. 


Should we not, as a Synod, occasionally walk about Zion, count. 
the towers thereof and rejoice at what the Lord, the King, has done 
through us, His ae Stewards, for the extension of His King- 
dom? 


Forty-seven years, almost half a century, have inked away since 
the two little English Lutheran acorns, St. John’s in Minneapolis and 
Memorial, in St. Paul, were planted in 1883, the four hundredth an- 
niversary year of the birth of Martin Luther. 


Starting with but seven members each, the upward struggle was — 
slow and hard, but the need of the English mission was proven and 
in 1886 Holy Trinity, St. Paul; in 1887 St. Mark’s, North St. Paul 
and St. Mark’s, Fargo; and in 1890 Redeemer, Milwaukee and St. 
John’s, Duluth, were organzied. The following year, 1891, the call 
‘was sent out to this weak and scattered band, to rally at Memorial 
Church, St. Paul, for the purpose of organizing a Synod; which was 
accomplished on the 23rd of September of that year. 
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“The Open Door Synod” was the motto selected by the founders 
of the Synod and placed upon its seal. Only eternity can reveal the 
influence the Synod has had, not only upon its own large and particu- 
lar field, but in the Sormign speaking Synods about us and upon the 
world. 


In another year we close our fourth decade. A comparison of 
our growth by decades may be a stimulus to greater exertion in the 
Kingdom of our Lord. The latest statistics available for this last 
decade are the Synod minutes for 1929, only eight years, but may 
these of 1930 and 1931 show a marked increase.

Your committee on the seven year program has endeavored faith- 
fully to perform its duties, as defined in oe authorising resolution 
at the La Crosse convention. 


It is difficult to set down accurately the committee’ S noebinstia 
ments. While its members are all active and ready to act in the > 


‘furtherance of the goals of the Synod’s seven year program, the com- 


mittee itself, as such, deems its chief function to be in studies of 
conditions, analyses of problems, devising of remedies where hin- 
drances exist, and continual.inspiration toward ertater effort and 
efficiency in all the agencies of the Synod. 


To that end, much time of its meetings is davated to carefully 
prepared and unhurried scripture meditations and prayer. It has 
made exacting studies of financial and evangelistic methods and 


practices in other denominations as well as in our own—general as 


well as synodical and congregational. 


It has been largely responsible for the Synodical Bulletin. It has 
planned the Every Member Canvass literature. It has, through its 
members’ participation on important working committees of the Sy- 
nod, added inspiration and sometimes given direction to their activi- 
ties. Its members have been ever ready and active in visiting and 
counselling with pastors, church councils and other groups for fi- 
nancial and evangelistic programs in their churches. 


Through the past year it has held five meetings in different sec- 
tions of the Synod. Pastors and laymen are always welcome to 
these sessions. The Women’s Missionary Society has had representa- 
tives at most of them. 


) The studies of this year have been largely devoted to an analy- 
sis of the benevolence statistics of the congregations to determine if 
possible, what are the causes of the wide divergences among them. 
Some of the results of these studies have been printed in the Synodi- 
cal Bulletin. Others were recommended to and accepted by the pro-. 
gram committee of the Synod for presentation at this convention. 
While the committee does not claim the credit for the evidences 
of growth in the Synod, it is glad to report, as in line with its en- 
deavors, the gross accessions of 3921 reported by our pastors since 
Easter 1929, including Easter 1930, and an increase in the General 


Fund benevolences from $71,888.03 in 1929 to $78,505.40 in 1930.
